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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues on the 3rd paragraph of page 4 
that Because the Final office action suggests assigning a sequence number to a tag of an interrogator system, a tag of an interroagtor 
system does not independently generate the sequence number. The examiner respectfully disagrees. In the Final office action, the 
examiner stated in the response to arguments section the tags of the interrogator system may be pre-assigned instead of dynamically 
assigning each tag with the shorter code to achieve the desired result of quicker tag detection by one of ordinary skill in the art. In 
operation, this interrogation system (in view of the teachings of Bauer, Cesar, and Vacherand) achieves the result of having the tag 
independently generating a presence-signaling signal and emitting the presence signaling signal in the communication range since the 
presence-signaling signal may be pre-assigned without interrogator interference during a read operation by the interrogator. 

Applicant argues next on paragraph 3 of page 4 that the cited rejection does not teach that the presence signaling signal is not assigned to 
the transponder. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The final rejection cited teaches the tags may be pre-assigned with a presence 
signaling signal (via the shorter code); therefore, during interrogator operation, the interrogator does not assign the presence signaling 
signal, which means the presence-signaling signal is not assigned to the transponder by the interrogator. 
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
